W hy Neglect Dependent Children? 
W hile in European and Asiatic coun­ 
tries, as well as in some parts of this 
continent, the girl child is held in dis- 
ehteem, in the I ’nited States she is more 
or less a dominating personality, and 
this is especially true of the pauper baby 
waiting for adoption. In vain long rows 
of nice boy babies look up at the pros­ 
pective 
adopters, 
and in vain does so 
widely experienced a worker among de­ 
pendent children as Mrs. M artha P. Fill­ 
er tier of Philadelphia, urge in Tiehalf of 
them that they are much easier to bring 
up than girls, it is the baby girl who is 
wanted and waited for. And not only are 
infants of the female sex easier to place, 
but homes can much more readily be 
found for girls of any age than for bovs. 
All this is flattering to the sex. but 
there is a darker side to the subject of 
placing out children which deserves the 
earnest consideration of those who ar<* 
agitating the subject of child labor. Few 
persons are as well qualified to speak 
with authority as Mrs. Falconer, and 
she sternly arraigns the lax methods of 
the agencies of non sectarian societies as 
well as of the Catholic and Protestant 
churches, for not properly investigating 
homes, and for leaving them unsuper­ 
vised after children have once been al­ 
lotted to them. Letters of recommenda­ 
tion 
front ministers, bankers or local 
tradesmen ore said to be easily obtained, 
and consequently worthless. 
The 
only 
trustw orthy method 
determining the 
acceptability or the reverse of applicants 
for children is a visit to their homes, 
and searching inspection of them and 
their inmates. 
According to Mrs. Falconer there are 
in this country many men and women j 
of refinement and high character who j 
are eager for children, so that the only 1 
thing required is that the agencies which | 
place out little ones shall employ capable 
J 
and 
conscientious 
representatives 
to ; 
bring the waifs and the desirable homes i 
together. 
Some of the western states j 
in which children have been sadly im- j 
posed upon have passed laws requiring! 
that a state agent shall visit and protect i 
the interests of every child placed out 
by any agency, private or public, within 
thctr borders, amLft in lim a—that every 
state in the union did likewise. 
Several years ago a Philadelphia wom­ 
an 
was 
instrumental in influencing a 
prominent woman's organization to take 
up the work of ascertaining by carefully 
conducted investigation the condition of 
dependent children in Pennsylvania, and 
all the larger cities of the country would 
be equally fruitful fields. 
The summer 
season offers especially good opportuni­ 
ties for the observation of the treatment 
of the p la c e d out boys and girls who act 
as helpers to farmers and their wives, 
as children's nurses or as general utility 
drudges, and such observation will in 
most instances disclose a shocking state 
of inconsideration for the alien child, and 
an utter lack of sympathy for the nor­ 
mal desire for recreation so necessary to 
its physical growth and mental develop­ 
ment. 
Enlightened 
men 
and 
women 
have 
come t o realize that no nation is good 
enough 
o r great enough to 
h e safely 
with the destinies of an alien 
and it is equally true lhat the 
individual of the human race 
be trusted to deal fairly by an 
'pendent. 
However, this unde-

Ohio. Mr. Hearst, in public utterances, 
had accused the senator of relations 
with the Standard Oil company incon­ 
sistent with his duties as a senator 
and his attitude as a representativ e 
of Republican po’icies and professions. 
In his present 
statem ent President 
Roosev elt makes another appeal for 
the support of Mr. Taft and declares 
that his defeat would bring “ lasting 
satisfaction to but one set of men, 
namely, to those men who, as shown 
in 
the ocrrespondence published by 
Mr. Hearst. were behind Mr. Foraker, 
the opponent of .Mr. Taft within his 
own party, and who now are behind 
Gov ernor Haskell and his associates, 
the opponents of Mr. Taft in the op­ 
posite party.” 
The statement 
embodies a letter 
written by Mr. Taft to a friend in Ohio 
on J uly 20, 19 07, in which the present 
Republican candidate for the presiden­ 
cy refused to acquiesce in the plan of 
the Ohio state central committee to 
endorse Mr. Taft for the presidency 
and Mr. Foraker for re-election to the 
senate in a sing le resolution.

Planting Strawberries in July. 
Strawberries m ay be planted even In 
the hottest weather. 
In midsummer it 
is easy to distinguish in an old bed the 
prolific nlants which it is desired to use 
in propagating a new p antation. 
At a university ex periment station it 
was desired to siart a new 'phm tation to 
iurni« h fruit the following year.

book s which have fallen into disrepute 
with the two members of the Passaic 
board of 
education.

talcs as reading m atter for children, and 
ex pressed the opinion that money being 
ex pended 
for such 
work s was 
being 
thrown awa.v when it might be profit­ 
ably ex pended for book s on history or 
some other subject of practical value.

Powdered Eggs. 
An Australian chemist lias invented a 
process of preserving eggs 
by desiccation. 
The eggs, freed from the shells, 
are 
dried at the relatively low temperature 
of 130 degrees. 
This can be rapidly ex ­ 
ecuted in containers k ept at this temper­ 
ature. from which the air has been ex ­ 
hausted. and from which the moist va- 
j 
por has been withdrawn as rast as it is i 
given off by evaporation from the eggs. 
There is no alteration in the chemical 
composition of the eggs—only n loss of ! 
the greater part of the water. 
When thor- i 
oughly desiccated and pulverized into a 
coarse powder, the egg material can be 
j 
preserved for an indefinite period in or- | 
diuary pack ages, if k ept dry. 
The eggs 
are “reconstituted” by the simple addi- j 
tion of water to the dry powder, the re- j 
sultant mass being quite indistinguish 
able from newly beaten eggs. 


Weaning the Lambs. 
Every flock master realizes 
that 
the 
weaning of the lambs froni the mother 
ewes is generally an ordeal that is a t ­ 
tended with a good deal of m anifesta­ 
tion of displeasure in the way of bleat­ 
ing on the part of both the ewes and 
the lambs. From the time the lambs are 
dropped in the spring 4 o tlu* time they 
are tak en away from the flock , they are 
de|» endent on the mother 
e w e s , first, for 
tlie milk , which sustains them, and sec­ 
ond, for company 
or 
companionship, 
says a writer in the New EngDnd Home­ 
stead. 
When the lambs ar-* tak er, from 
the ewes and compelled to stiff*r from 
hunger and lonesomeness, 
¡t it no won­ 
der that they bewail 
their 
condition 
and shrink in flesh, and that a consid­ 
erable time may lie required to recover 
and start along maintaining themselves 
and improving in condition. 
I have noticed tha t the large, thrifty 
lambs, that are good eaters, mak e less 
ado when tak en aw ay from 
the 
flock 
than the weak er and unthrifty ones. 
I 
have also found tha t if the lamb’s stom ­ 
ach is well tilled with nutritious food, 
it stands the loss 
or 
companionship 
much better, and more readily adapts 
itself to the new conditions. 
A little 
ex tra pains tak en to prepare for w ean­ 
ing will be repaid in saving of loss of 
flesh, as well as a good deal of worry and 
bleating on the part of the ewes and 
lambs. 
A little while before weaning time a r ­ 
rives it is a good plan to 
teach 
the 
lambs to eat some food* that will tak e 
the place cf the mother's milk better 
I than the grass of the pasture. 
Get the 
flock into an inclosure, where they will 
be comfortable afte r they have filled on 
the grass in 
the 
morning, and feed 
them a light feeding of oats, and wheat 
bran, equal 
[» arts, and 
then just at 
night feed them again and turn them 
out to pasture. 
The lambs will learn 
to eat the grain w ith the ewes. 
Aft« * they have ull learned to eat the 
grain the time can be set for separating 
the ewes from the lambs. On the m orn­ 
ing of the 
day 
set. get the flock in 
earlier than usual, feed and hold until 
nearly time to be sorted out, when the 
ewes can be sorted out, the lambs fed 
ami the ewes driven to a distant field 
out of hearing of the lambs. 
The lambs 
can be turned into the pasture, where 
they will give their attention to feeding 
on the grass; and if tak en in each day, 
fed a fairly liberal portion 
of 
grain, 
given access to all the water needed and 
plenty of grass to eat, they will mak e 
a constant growth at weaning time. 
If 
k ept improving the wether lambs will 
soon Is* in a condition to command a 
good ¡» rice for the drover or feeder, and 
the best ewes can 
be 
retained to in­ 
crease the size of the breeding flock .

BURIED IN NORWEGIAN WILDS. 


Grieg, Famous Composer, Pick s Scene of 
Life’s Labor as Final Resting Place. 
While w e were in Bergen we were in­ 
vited out to luncheon with Mme. Grieg. 
Their home lies out in the country, about 
a half hour’s ride from Bergen and on 
the bank s of a big lak e. 
We were re­ 
ceived by Mine. Grieg at the station, and 
after a walk of twenty minutes we came 
to their charming villa. 
As we came to the big gate leading 
through the garden we were shown a big 
tree where Grieg always had a sign in 
four languages, reading, “Mr. Edw ard 
Grieg is not at home to any one before 
4 
p. m.” 
You k now he was a sick man, 
and he was so bothered by tourists that 
lie found it necessary to protect himself 
that way. 
Mine. Grieg received us in 
the big living room, which loving friends 
had fairly tilled with blooming plants for 
her first lonely homecoming, the day be­ 
fore. 
Naturally she was very sad, but 
as we were all friends who had k nown 
and loved Grieg it was her sad pleasure 
to see us and to talk of him. She showed 
us every little detail of the room. 
After our coffee we all, with the ex ­ 
ception of Mme. Grieg, went to visit the 
little house where Grieg did most of 
his composing. W e had to descend steps 
and winding walk s until at the end of 
the big garden on the edge of the lak e 
we came to a plain little house consist­ 
ing of one room, the “holy of holies.” 
Opposite the door was one large win­ 
dow. in front of which stood a plain 
« leal table with a small armchair and a 
footstool. 
On the table were his pens 
and pencils, pot of glue, blotter, paper 
weight—everything that he used. 
The 
whole room had the air of being left 
only for a short while and of waiting 
for his return. 
On each side of the 
window was a place for a set of shelves 
where he k ept his scores. 
By the doifl 
was another set of shelves, where were 
all his manuscripts. 
I ask ed if it were 
not dangerous to leave 
his 
original 
work s so unprotected. 
I was told that 
the Norwegian folk are so nonest that 
no one would think of tak ing them. 
As an ex ample of Grieg's humor we 
were shown a slip of paper on his desk 
on which he had written the following: 
‘‘To any one who may 
enter 
here: 
Please tak e anything that may please 
your fancy, but k indly leave me my 
manuscripts, 
which are of interest to 
no one but myself.” He always left that 
slij» there when he went away. 
The rest 
of the furniture of the room consisted 
of a sofa, two chairs and a little old 
crack ed upright piano that he said was 
“good enough to compose on.” 
From there we went across the gar­ 
den, past the house, where we saw Mme. 
Grieg’s face smiling sadly at us out of 
the window down to the other side of the 
water. 
In the side of a cliff about 50 
feet high lying about 25 feet from tin* 
ground we saw a stone slab cemented 
solidly in the cliff with the inscription 
“Edvard Grieg.” 
There, 
look ing out 
over the beautiful lak e, in the midst of 
[line trees, with only nature for his com­ 
panions, the rough, rugged 
Norwegian 
nature that gave him his birth and whose 
beauties he made k nown to the world 
in his music—there he wished to lie, and 
there he lies. 
Below us, on the edge of the water, 
were 
two 
work men shoveling 
brok en 
stone into the 
water by the landing 
place. 
W e were told that Grieg wished 
to be alone there, and that was be­ 
ing done to prevent boats from landing. 
The slab is about 5 feet square. 
Be­ 
neath 
it we hung the wreath with 
the 
American colors which we took with us. 
A fter 
a half hour or more with Mme. 
Grieg 
we walk ed to the station 
and 
took the train to town. 
As we rolled out 
of the station we saw that lonely little 
black figure waving a farewell from the 
platform.—-Indianapolis News.
